Discussion now open on the budget. Under the 
item of Register of Deeds, Mr. Clement stated that 
several bills incurred in 1956 were unpaid, totalling 
$790.75. This will be discussed further under the 
item of Re-Indexing. 


Mr. Fellows, Chairman of the County Commis- 
sioners spoke to the Delegation about the different 
projects that are being considered at the Court 
House. A new toilet has been put in the Clerk of 
Court Office to replace the old wooden box, instal- 
lation of copper pipes for hot water in Register of 
Deeds, Register of Probate, and County Commis- 
sioners office; new stair treads for the stairs in the 
rear of the Court House, also a new cement step will 
be put in for the outside stairs in the Court House, 
and a railing will be installed. 


Maderi the item of County “Farm; Supt. Mr: 
Flower spoke to the Delegation about the few minor 
projects that are being considered this year at the 
Farm. He also desired the recommendation of the 
Delegation as to purchasing windows and awnings 
for the kitchen and also a linen marker, as the mark- 
er being used at the present time is not satisfactory. 
The cost would be approximately $850. The other 
items will be taken care of with the appropriation. 
Mr. Clement made a motion that the sum of $850. 
be added on to the Farm expense to purchase these 
items and at the same time to authorize Mr. Flower 
to purchase these items from his appropriation if he 
ean do so. Seconded by Mr. Stearns. 
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Chairman, Albert Brown, asked the reeommen- 
dation of the Delegation as to the continuance of the 
County Farm Advisory Committee. Mr. Stearns stat- 
ed that this Advisory Board was a great help to the 
County Farm and they are working without pay. 
He stated that this should be continued. Mrs. Cur- 
rier made a motion that the County Farm Committee 
be continued and made permanent. Seconded by 
Mr. Wiggin. 


Under the item of Board and Care of Children: 
a motion was made by Mr. Wiggin and seconded by 
Mr. Dunnington that the Board and Care of children 
be increased to $40. a month. As there is a shortage 
of foster homes, we feel that this $5.00 a month in- 
crease will help to maintain more homes for the chil- 
dren. This will take effect beginning July 1, 1957. 
Mr. Clement then added to this motion, that the item 
of Board and Care of Children $387,000 be the 
amount appropriated for 1957 and $1500 be added 
to the Contingent Fund for Mrs. Cheney, so that 
if this money is needed, it will be there for her use, 
but won’t have to be included as an additional ap- 
propriation for her department. This would amend 
the Contingent Fund to read $3,000. Seconded by 
Mr. Littlehale. 


Under the item of County Extension Service; a 
breakdown of their budget was presented to the 
Delegation showing an increase over 1956. Mr. Lit- 
tlehale made a motion that this amount remain as 
listed in the budget. Seconded by Mr. Clement. 


Under the item of re-indexing: Mr. Clement made 
a motion that the amount of $600 be deleted from 
the budget completely and that a committee be set 
up to investigate this and report for the next annual 
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meeting just what can be done to finish this re-index- 
ing project. 


Discussion now open on the item of unpaid bill 
of 1956: Mrs. Holmes, Register of Deeds, reauested 
that these bills be put in the budget as a separate 
item under Register of Deeds unpaid bills of 1956, 
totalling $790.75. Mrs. Holmes stated ‘‘one of these 
bills had never been approved by Mrs. Dube and 
sent to the Commissioners Office for payment.” Mr. 
Clement then made a motion that the amount of 
$790.75 be listed under Special Appropriation for 
1957 under the heading of Register of Deeds unpaid 
bills of 1956. Seconded by Mr. Wiggin. 


Motion was then made by Mr. Clement that the 
expenditures portion of the budget, as amended, be 
approved. Seconded by Mr. Littlehale. 


Under the item of Source of Revenue—County 
Home; Mr. Clement made a motion that the revenue 
be increased $2,000 amending this to read $59,000. 
Seconded by Mr. Stearns. 


Estimated expenditures increased $2540.75. Hs- 
timated revenue increased $2,000. A motion was 
made by Mr. Leighton that the entire budget, as 
amended, be approved and accepted. Adopted by 
roll call vote—19 yes.

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To the Citizens of Strafford County in accord- 
ance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the annual report of the Strafford Coun- 
ty Commissioners, *on the affairs of the County, is 
hereby submitted. A report by the respective County 
officials for the year ending December 31, 1957 in 
included. 


For the year 1957, Strafford County has op- 
officials for the year ending December 31, 1957 is 
$18,429.75. 


COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


During the year, we have had installed, hot 
water in six wash rooms, which now have hot water 
for the first time since the Court House was built. 
One new lavatory was installed. We also had all 
door locks repaired at the Court House and some 
were replaced. Door stops repaired and one new one 
purchased. Railings have. been installed on the 
granite steps on the First St. side of the building. 


A registered herd has been started at the Coun- 
ty Home by the purchasing of twelve pure bred 
calves from high producing herds. These pure bred 
calves, along with a few more to be purchased, will 
be used as foundation stock in developing an all 
registered herd. Records have proven that register- 
ed cows produce on the average more milk and but- 
ter fat than grades of the some breed. The cost 
to raise registered calves are no higher than 
those to raise grades. Pure breds are “ina 
greater demand and have a higher selling value, 
therefore, it is more economical and more profitable 
to maintain a registered herd. 
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The herd was put under the supervision of the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association of the State. 
The cows are tested periodically for milk production 
and butter fat. Records kept from these tests of the 
D.H.I.A. book serve a most useful guide in deciding 
which cows to cull and which calves to keep for re- 
placement. Extremely low testers are quickly identi- 
fied and eliminated from the dairy herd, thus enab- 
ling to produce milk more efficiently and lowers the 
cost of milk production. 


We have observed at the County Home, that a 
erowded condition exists and something will have 
to be done in the near future to meet the require- 
ment of the growing population of Strafford County. 


The Board and Care of Children was increased 
from $35.00 to $40.00 per month, on July 1st. This 
increase was made effective to provide more good 
homes for the children. 


The Commissioners wish to express their thanks 
and appreciation to the County Delegations, County 
Officers, our Clerks, and all the employees of the 
County Institution, for their cooperation during the 
past year, and to all the Clubs and Organizations, 
who have so kindly contributed to the welfare of 
the people of our Institutions.

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SUPERINTENDENT & MATRON REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 


1957 has been a busy year at the Farm and 
Home. We have re-decorated many of the residents 
rooms, also added shades, curtains, and linoleum 
in both the men’s and women’s side of the Home. 
The dining rooms, main halls, and corridors have 
been newly painted or re-decorated. We have start- 
ed, and are well along at this time, on re-decorating 
the basement which was in bad condition. 


The folks here have been well fed and cared 
for by the nurses, by Dr. Hartigan and other doctors, 
also our cooks, attendants, and other help. Credit 
is due them for the fine work they have done. 


The jail office and detention room has been 
repainted, the inside of the jail well scrubbed and 
should be painted. Also the shower and wash rooms 
need to be remodeled. 


We had a good garden with plenty of vege- 
tables. Raised fifteen hundred bushels of potatoes 
on less than three acres of land. With the help of 
the Commissioners, we have added twelve registered 
calves and have built fourteen new tie ups in the 
ealf barn. 


The farm machinery is being overhauled or re- 
built.

COMMENTS 


In addition to the cases listed above, many 
cases were handled in various municipal courts, and 
many investigations were undertaken. 


Juvenile cases still constitute a large proportion 
of the case load. The police and probation depart- 
ments and all law enforcement officials, in co-opera- 
tion with the juvenile courts are spending a great 
deal of time with the problem. The year also saw a 
marked increase in the crimes of forgery and lar- 
ceny by check. Many of these crimes could have 
been prevented by a more alert appreciation of the 
problems on the part of store keepers and banks in 
obtaining proper identification and verification be- 
fore cashing checks. The crime rate in this field 
could be greatly reduced by the use of more caution 
on the part of everyone in a position to cash checks. 
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The year also brought out many cases dealing 
with sex offenses. Although the majority were ex- 
amined, none were found to be psychopaths. It is 
my belief that the theory of the sexual psychopathic 
law is sound, but its application has not been satis- 
factory in all cases. In these cases, treatment, which 
is of profound importance, gave way to punishment 
for the crime. The offender who needs the help in 
rehabilitation is not always getting all of the help 
desired. 


The co-operation received from all state, coun- 
ty, city and town officials was excellent, and for that 
I am most grateful.

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REPORT OF THE 
AGRICULTURAL AGENT 


To The Board of County Commissioners of Strafford 
County: 


Gentlemen: 


The Cooperative Extension Service is the Edu- 
cational Arm of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. It is supported from Federal, State, and 
County funds. The Extension Agents represent the 
University of New Hampshire and carry findings to 
the Public from the University of New Hampshire 
Experiment Station. 


The Strafford County Cooperative Extension 
Service has offices at 59 North Main Street, Roches- 
ter. The Agents are desirous of serving anyone in- 
terested in Agriculture, Forestry, Home Economics, 
and 4-H Club Work. 


Farming in Strafford County is diversified, con- 
sisting of dairying, poultry growing, fruit and veg- 
etable growing, other livestock raising, and forestry. 


The Forestry Program is handled mostly by the 
County Forester whose report is given elsewhere. 


Programs are arranged to help these people 
with their livestock and crop production. In addition 
to these people, assistance is given others in such 
things as care of lawns, shade trees, shrubbery, con- 
trol of insects and disease, as well as the control of 
predatory animals. Several meetings have been held 
with food retailers in the packaging and manage- 
ment of their wares. 
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The Agricultural Agent helps to coordinate all 
the Agricultural Agencies working in the County. 
Some of the participation in which he serves are: 
Member of the Farm and Home Administration Ad- 
visory Committee; Member of the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Committee; Secretary 
of the Soil Conservation District; Office Manager 
of Strafford County Cooperative Extension Service. 


Information to the public is disseminated 
through farm visits, telephone, meetings, radio, tele- 
vision, news, and other publications as well as let- 
ters. ) 


The summation made shows that during the 
year 1957, the Agricultural Agent made 533 Farm 
and Home visits, had 1284 office and telephone 
calls, and held 121 meetings with a total attendance 
of 10,119.

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REPORT OF COUNTY FORESTER 


There are approximately 179,800 acres of for- 
est lands in Strafford County. These forest lands 
comprise 74.5% of the total land area. 97% of 
these woodlands is privately owned. There are ap- 
proximately 2286 woodland owners who have under 
500 acres. 


The principal goals of the County Forestry Pro- 
gram are to assist the private woodland owners in 
the County in carrying out good forestry practices, 
so that in the future each acre of woodland may 
yield a continuous crop of high quality timber which 
is best suited to the land and to the local markets; 
and to correlate the annual timber drain by the lo- 
cal wood-using industries with the annual growth of 
timber on our forest lands. In this County we have 
been trying to reach the above goals through a for- 
est education program. 


This program includes personal contacts with 
woodland owners, timber operators and consulting 
foresters. In the case of woodland owners, they are 
shown when and how they may carry on selective 
cutting, weeding, thinning, and tree planting opera- 
tions. So far, this assistance has been on a request- 
by-the landowner basis. Forestry meetings, news- 
paper articles, radio programs, and talks to interest- 
ed groups help to acquaint landowners with the 
forestry problems of the County and the availability 
of the service offered under the County Forestry 
Program. 

During 1957 there was a 94% increase over 
1956, in requests for the County Forester’s service.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 
4-H CLUB WORK 


Good citizenship is the ultimate goal of 4-H 
club work. Club work is open to all boys and girls 
between the ages of nine and twenty-one. 


The thirteen towns and cities of Strafford Coun- 
ty supported a total of 40 4-H clubs with 572 4-H 
members. These clubs held approximately 450 club 
meetings with an attendance of about 4500 mem- 
bers. 


Ninety seven volunteer 4-H club leaders and 
assistant leaders carry on the local club activities. 
The Strafford County 4-H program is carried out 
jointly by these club leaders and the 4-H Club 
Agents. 


Some of these activities include: 4-H Winter 
Carnival, Easter Lily Sale, Strafford County 4-H 
Tractor School, 4-H Window Display Contest, 4-H 
Demonstration Day, Spring Field Day, Folk Dance 
Festival, Strafford County 4-H Camp, Rochester 
Fair, Strafford County 4-H Round-Up, Strafford 
County Youth Extension Club. 


4-H Activities and events which Strafford Coun- 
ty 4-H members share with other counties in New 
Hampshire are: Competition for New Hampshire 
awards in twenty six different projects; specifically 
New Hampshire 4-H Demonstration Contest, New 
Hampshire Talent Show, New Hampshire 4-H Dress 
Review, New Hampshire 4-H Chick-of-Tomorrow 
Contest, New Hampshire 4-H Egg Judging Contest, 
New Hampshire 4-H Poultry Judging Contest, New 
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Hampshire 4-H Dairy Judging Contest, and New 
Hampshire 4-H Tractor Operators Contest. 


Educational activities carried on by the entire 
state include: New Hampshire Teen Tour, New 
Hampshire Youth Institute, Conservation Camp, and 
New Hampshire Rural Life Sunday. 


A Strafford County 4-H Advisory Council was 
formed in 1957. A representative from each town 
and city was elected by the Strafford County 4-H 
Leaders Association. 


There is a very high potential of urban and ru- 
ral non-farm boys and girls in Strafford County, but 
more adult leaders and assistant leaders are needed 
to assure continued growth of the 4-H program. The 
present leaders are doing a fine job, but there is a 
need for more.

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REPORT OF THE 
HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 


The Home Demonstration Agent works with 
approximately 1,000 homemakers representing 33 
organized clubs and six interest groups. Many wom- 
en who do not participate in group meetings receive 
timely information through the monthly newsletter 
with 974 on the mailing list. This past year 229 
women, many of them young homemakers, became 
active participants in Home Demonstration Work 
for the first time. 


Programs in Human Relations, Child Develop- 
ment and Landscaping have been added to the 
Home Economics Program, which includes assist- 
ance in Focds and Nutrition, Health, Home Manage- 
ment, Home Furnishings, Clothing and Textiles and 
Consumer Education. 


The Home Demonstration Advisory Council 
made up of the Chairman and Co-Chairman of each 
organized Home Demonstration Group meets reg- 
ularly during the year to discuss the program and 
advise the agent as to how the Co-operative Exten- 
sion Service can be of the greatest help to the home- 
makers of Strafford County. 142 voluntary local 
leaders assist the agent in conducting programs. 


The principal objectives of the Home Demon- 
stration Program are: 


1. To acquaint more people in Strafford County 
with a knowledge of Co-operative Extension work. 


2. To interest new, young homemakers in the 
Home Demonstration Program. 
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3. To hold the interest of the homemaker 
whose family has grown up and who has participat- 
ed many years in Home Demonstration Work. 


4. To help families develop good food and 
health habits. 


5. To help families maintain happy family re- 
lationships. 


6. To teach the principles of planning the use 
of the family income. 


7. To assist homemakers to develop their abil- 
ities and skills in the selection, buying, care and use 
of food, house furnishings and clothing. 


8. To help people to make their own decisions 
and acquire right attitudes for family life.
